ards," said Dr. Allan J. Ryan of 
Meriden, Conn., chairman of the 
AMA's committee on medical as- 
pects of sports. 


Dr. Ryan said his reports show 


22 high school football deaths this 
season. This represents two per 
00,000 participants. The other fa- 
alities were 7 collegians, 2 semi- 
«'os and 1 sandlot player. 


A rigid plastic helmet using an 
nterior suspension system is the 
best available headgear, Dr. Ryan 
said, but not all football teams 
are equipped with this type be- 
cause of its cost. 


An important step toward cut- 
ing down football injuries. Dr. 
Ryan said, would be the employ- 
ment of team physicians who 
would be consulted about training 
m e t h o ds and equipment pur- 
chases. 


He said his committee considers 


pre-season all-star games at the 
high school level "very bad be 
cause usually the players are not 
in top physical condition."
